In playing
Bach Mr. Leoopold wis, In senss, too
omotionnl, tn plaving the “Nocturne" not
emotional enough. At that, the problema
e ot himesell were diMeult; whether hn
s, na German critles are suld to have
ctlled him, "an artist of tha first magni-
tude," cannot be determined nfter auch a
meagTe. hearing.

Mr. Goodman's work was known to
Fhlladelphing before he went to Italy to
truvel. In 1taly he abaorbed a grent deal
af the operatic traditlon of tenors with-
out loning a sensp of Individuality, Dra-
matle alwnys In hls singing, he geemod a
little out of place on the concert stage,
and wan evidently thinking of himssif n
eantume. One dinconeerting fenture of his
ninging I= the use he maken of produced
head tones when attempting pathos Tt
does not seem neoearary, and the ten-
dency for such tones to run to pathos was
ovident, eapacially sitnee Mr. Goodmon's
vaoica Is of an excallent robustnesas, not
always purs, but always strong and virile.
Hin singing of the “"Improvisn” from “An-
dren Chenler”™ was a splendld Justificns
tion of hin reputation as a4 star In that
opera.  Cheerfully challonging all com-
parisons, Mr. Goodman sang the “‘Celenta
Aldn” and “Hedolfa's Narrative” and
sang them both farvently and well, His
entrance on the oparatie stage and hias
eventual sucoens there seem only & quos-
tion of tima,
